flaentisl eourcas with reference to Mrs, Bossat’s osnduct_.which they 
considered satiefaoc‘ory sod therefore decided to recommend to the 
Madraa Government the removalol the restrio‘ionv on Mra, Bosant aod 
bercollenguesasthey regarded theirrotention not nccssssry in view of 
the altered aituation’crested.” The Viceroy raceived.a telegrsin from 
Mre; Beant searing him that she waa ready to c>operate.ia obtain- 
ing a calm atmoepbers daring my visit, I-woald remiad the House’ 
that althoagh Mce, Basant hae been dealt with by the Government 
of, Midas, her ephere of inflience snd action extended to other 
Provinces.

Replying to Mr. Joyneon Bicks' adjournment speech, Mr.

The Honse knows that the Rsj bad been 
pressing for an anaouncement of policy for some months, and ‘the 
announcement ia mede—an annoancamect with which we are all ia 
complete socord. The R j thinks the ennoancement will lead toa 
cessation of thet agitation and that everyboly ogucerned will ley
